DIES AT ATLANTA 


fantry regiment. Despatches said the 
Red Army killed 8000 in a single small 
sector on a curving front a short dis¬ 
tance from Volga River. 

The Russian press stress the grav¬ 
ity of the hour, and stiess the neces¬ 
sity for a second front in Europe as 
the Germans have moved eleven new 
divisions into Russia recently from 
France and Holland. 

All despatches stress Timoshenko’s 
retreat was not a rout but that the 
Red Army was slaughtering the driv¬ 
ing Germans who advanced over 
heaps of their dead and rubble of 
shattered tanks, cannon and other 
equipment. 

Heavy Blow to Reda 

Should the Germans gain the Cau¬ 
casus oil, the blow to Russia would be 
grave, at the least, because the coun¬ 
try’s economy as well as large sections 
of the Red army has been mechanized. 

The Germans also would come into 
possession of the fuel for which their 
tanks and planes thirst but transport¬ 
ing it would be a major difficulty. 

A competent observer who arrived 
recently in Turkey reports that a ris¬ 
ing feeling against Hitler, Goering, 
Goebbels, Himmler and other Nazi 
leaders is now so apparent that none 
dare be seen in public without a 
strong escort of Gestapo, especially 
in southern Germany. As autumn ap¬ 
proaches, the Germans dread the com¬ 
ing winter and morale is low because 
general living conditions there are 
now the worst since the outbreak of 
war. 

As usual the main strength of the 
United Nations appears to lie in the 
air. Moscow reports the presence of 
large numbers of American-made 
Douglas bombers doing effective work 
against the long German supply lines. 

Fighting in Egy.pt 

In Egypt, General Auchinleck’s at¬ 
tack, which opened a week ago, seems 
to have simmered down to give-and- 
take fighting all along the line, the 
main activity being carried on by the 
air force behind the lines. 

Harassed by new British land and 
aerial counter-thrusts. Field Marshal 
Erwin Rommel’s African army ap¬ 
peared this week, after the latest 
flareup of fighting,to be digging in for 
an attempt to hold its forward posi¬ 
tion 76 to 80 miles from Alexandria, 
rather than try to drive on toward the 
Nile delta and Suez. 

Raid Suez Cartal 

Australian and South African for¬ 
ces have been holding the British nor¬ 
thern positions on the 40-mile front 
and presumably led the British attack. 

German bombers attempted to raid 
the Suez Canal zone and British night 
fighters shot down two of the raiders. 

British medium bombers continued 
to blast away at Field Marshal Erwin 
Rommel’s supply centres and attacked 
targets at Tobruk end the landing 
grounds in the El Daba area.

One of the greatest fears of the 
oldie,-s, reports the Lancet, is that he 
.vdl lie afraid in the face of an emcr- 
,'ency. The knowledge that he can 
arry in his pocket something that will 
•May such terrors, the Lancet editor, 
eliece, * might increase greatly i 
igliting man’s efficiency. 

It hn: long been rumored that Cer 
man troops arc provided with sonv 
uch drug. There have been two possi¬ 
bilities. One is benzedrine sulphate, 
i drug which formerly was used by 
American college students bofoie ex 
iminat'ihns. In appropriate doses un- 
louhtedly it increa-es mental activity 
for a few hours but it is apt to have u 
’ ad kick-back. It would be useful, a* 
best, only in an extreme emergency 
and has been frowned upon by both 
American and British medical officers 
The other is a related dmg known 
as- p erv i t i n , only r ecently introduce ’ 
in the United States and reported at 
the last meeting of the American Med¬ 
ical Association. It was probably 
used by thp Germans to some extent in 
the battle of Crete sinre reports on it 
began appearing in German medical 
journals shortly afterwards. 

The trouble with pervitin, according 
to the British experimenters, is that it 
stimulates the brain too much. Ideas 
pile up faster than they can be organ¬ 
ized—Calgary Herald.

fpiIOSE who are looking toward the post-war future| 

and those who check most closely upon returns from 
advertising are the most emphatic on the necessity for 
continuing advertising during the war. There is a ten¬ 
dency on the part of dealers in merchandise to reduce 
on advertising because of a diminishing range of goods 
an their shelves. 

It is true that along certain lines they have not as- 
suiance of continuing supply nor assurance that their 
orders will be filled in proper time. But on the other 
hand, there are still large stocks in their stores to be 
disposed of, and t ey know that certain types of articles 
and materials will continue to come in. 

They, should k« ep these lines before the. public. They 
should keep the name of their business firm continu¬ 
ously in the consciousness of customers, as a founda¬ 
tion for the day .when stocks can bo replenished, and 
long deferred needs can again be supplied. 

The merchant can give great service in informing the 
public on what goods are still obtainable, what substitu¬ 
tions can be made, and the best ways in which normal 
needs can be filled with goods still available. By means 
of advertising he can furnish wise aJvice on thrifty buy¬ 
ing, thus benefitting prospective customers and keeping 
his business legitimately before the public. - 

It is a question if merchandizes and their staffs have 
not reversed too strenuously the normal process of sales¬ 
manship. A good many seem to spend more time tel¬ 
ling the customers what he cannot buy, than suggesting 
substitutes or directing attention U>. what is on hand. 
War conditions have imposed many r estricti ons which 
are disconcerting and confusing to the man in business, 
but if he intends to continue in business, he dare not 
neglect the medium of advertising. 

He still has goods to sell. He still wants customers. 
He has certain lines of stock which lie believes compares 
favorably in price and quality with those of his compet¬ 
itors. But unless he tells people through regular adver¬ 
tising space, how are they to know. On top of the gov¬ 
ernment restrictions, he is deliberately restricting his 
own immediate chances of turnover, and permitting his 
business to lapse in a most essential phase. It is accept¬ 
ed that there must be a certain amount of “marking 
time,” during war years, and a greatly reduced range of 
buying. But the merchant who is likely to have great¬ 
est advantage in the post war resurgence of business is 
he who has never lost contact with his public, and has 
continued consistently to keep his name and goods in 
the advertising pages.

Unselfishness 


Culls.deration is now being given to 
reeonsi.ruc.ion in Canada aiter the 
war ends. A special committee has 
oeen unpointed to study the matte.. 
(Ve win wagei any amcuht up to six 
oits that the main recommendation of 
this committee will be to bring in new 
ettlers for farms. '

past. They never think of bringing in 
lumbers, lawyers, shipbuilders, 
watchmakers or even editors. They 
ilways decide the country needs more 
armers. 

Canada does not need more farmers, 
n fact the Dominion would be better 
off if farmers were taken out of mar- 
inal areas, where all they can do is 
eke out a meagre existence. Canada 
produces too great a volume of agri- 
ultural products in normal times for 
lie available markets. What this 
•ountry needs is more domestic con- 
umers of farm products.—Brooks 
'lulletin. 


Taxation • of Companies De¬ 
veloping O.l Resources Will 
Be Limited to 10% 

Finance Minister llsley has stated 
that taxation of royalty companies en 
gaged in developing oil lesou.ces will 
t.e limited to 40%. This made this type 
>f organization taxable in all respects 
as if it were a corporation. 

The minimum for incorporated com¬ 
panies under the act is 40%. 

Manley Edwards (Lib., Calgary 
West) said the minister should give 
further consideration to the proposed 
taxation of the royalty companies as 
le feared the legislation would “com¬ 
pletely dry up individual initiative.” 

Provision for tax on the income of 
new oil or gas wells is contained in. 
me of the few clauses of the budget 
evolutions which remained to be dis- 
n»ed of when the housr resumed com- 
nittee consideration of the budget. 

The dlause provides that in the case 
>f royalty syndicates organized to 
lrill for oil or gas in circumstances 
vhere the production belongs not to 
ompanies but to investors in the prop- 
rty, the production shall be deemed 
o he for and on behalf of the company 
id the means of the company shall be 
deemed to include the process obtain- 
' ’ from sale of the gas or oil, less 
necessary expenses. 

Ceqrge Ross (Lib., iCalgary East) 
-aid assistance had been given to gold 
nines in past years to help them get 
-tarted. * 

Mr. Ilslev said such assistance was 
entirely apart from taxation conces¬ 
sions ’given to encourage the produc- 
‘ion of required war minerals. In any 
■vent provision ^or these concessions 
to goldmines would expire this year. 
Mr. Ross said the oil industry was 
'ore important than gold and should 
have any assistance now given to gold

TYR. SHERWOOD EDDY, renowned clergyman, who 
has been in Calgary for the past two weeks, has said 
that the new world after the war mast be built on right¬ 
eousness, justice and sense of brotherhood. Other re¬ 
ligious leaders in their daily contacts in smaller spheres, 
are also unceasing in stressing this necessary founda¬ 
tion if peace is ever to dwell amongst us. 

This spirit of unselfishness and justice for all is not 
something which can be realized by governmental de¬ 
cree or international diplomacy. It is an outgrowth and 
expression of what is in the individual heart. Its vitality 
and strength is measured by daily conduct. If the indi¬ 
vidual seeks to overreach his neighbor, or is unjast and 
uncharitable in his associations, he is delaying this new 
world which might be realized. Until the individual has 
accepted honor, justice, brotherhood in his daily practice, 
there is little hope that any lesson has been learned. 

Dr. Eddy has said that the war would not end until 
God was satisfied that the world would not return to 
the former setup of greedy and competitive nations, 
and greedy and selfish individuals. This would bring to 
every person the question of whether he has earned tho 
right to peace. 

In one of his talks he referred to the injustices which 
democratic nations condone, attitudes and Conditions 
which are complete negation of all. in which they pro¬ 
fess to believe. One instance he gave was the negro 
problem of United States and the cleavage between 
whites and negroes. Speaking of the barbarities of 
lynching and such incidents, he said: “It must be diffi¬ 
cult for a missionary to try to explain the Christian 
ideal of brotherly love to un-Christian Japanese and oth¬ 
er unenlightened people who read of such atrocioas oc¬ 
currences in United States.” 

Any hope of a new wotld to be built after the war, 
is conditional on radical changes in democratic coun¬ 
tries as well as -of other nations. He spolfe of the con¬ 
trasts of wealth and poverty which have caused internal 
discontent and disruption, and all such cankers which 
threaten social welfare and happiness.

landers towards those who differ 
from them.” 

“Since the Doukhobors (8,000 of
